At 
one  time  the  Jacobs  had  fifteen  ateliers  in  operation.  The  stamp  JACOH 
is  generally  accepted  as  indicating  this  period  of  the  family’s  activity.

Note:  After  the  death  of  Georges  Jacob  in  1803,  FranQois-Honore, 
the  younger  of  the  famous  brothers,  founded  with  his  father  a new  firm 
under  the  name  of  Jacob  Desmalter  et  Cie.,  which  worked  in  the  rue 
Meslee ; the  firm  executed  for  Napoleon  the  Imperial  throne  at  Fon- 
tainebleau, Marie  Louise’s  jewel  cabinet,  and  a long  series  of  pieces 
designed  by  Percier  & Fontaine.
